They 
are clothed in sheep skins, and they bave no linen in 
use, either for their garments or their beds. ‘They 
sleep in the clothes which they wearduring the day. 
They inbabit seven villages, and their houses are made 
of stone, with flat roofs, and mud cement. In these 
hovels the people and their cattle live together, and 
they ofien take refuge in caves when they expect an 
attack from their enemies, in one corner of which they 
themselves lie concealed, and in the other, their sheep 
aud kive. ‘Tney subsist principally on milk and ven- 
ison, and their occupation is, tending their cattle, 
They are skilful marksmen, and seldom miss either 
the chamois or the bear. Happy in these their scanty 
resources, they are all equality poor alike; but they 
have no mendicants among them, and, contented 
amoug Wnemseives, bey very seldom form emher friend- 
ship or connexions with others. In this state of squal- 
idness, which causes them to present a most uncouth 
appearance, it is not surprising that they are very far 
from being vocultivated in their morals. They almost 
all understand Latin, and are able to write fairly enough. 
They understand also as much of French as will ena- 
ble them to read the Bible, and to sing psalms; nor 
would you easily find a boy among them, who, if he 
were questioned as to the religious opinions, which 
they bold in common with the Waldenses, would not 
be able to give from memory, a reasonable account of 
them. They pay taxes most scrupulously, and the 
duty of doing this fortnsan article ef their coufession 
of faith.

“ Of these people, who inhabit a region some eighty 
miles long and fifty broad, Felix Neff was appointed 
pastor in the year 1823, when he was twenty-five years 
old. His undertaking was an arduous one; he had 
to show them bow to plan a house, and build it; how 
to form levels and incline planes; how to irrigate 
their meadows, and, in short, how to cultivate their 
sterile soil and render it productive. “A mere scholar 
from the University,” observes Mr. Gilly, “even an 
ardent preacher with the whole scheme of the gospel 
written in his heart, could not have accomplished what 
this extraordinary man did, who, wih his thorough 
knowledge of the book of life, possessed also a stock 
of valuable information, which was brought from the 
nursery ground and the camp.” Neff had other qual- 
ities which fitted him for the mountain niinistry : 
was an ardent admirer of picturesque scenes, and the 
terrible magnificence of the Alps was to him a source 
of inspiration. The moment that he arrived among 
his flock, he set out on a visitation journey, resolved 
to make himself familiar with the faces and homes of 
his people; wherever he went, he was received with 
gratitade, and sometimes with wonder not unm 
with Ilis way lay along the side of almost 
perpendicular mountains, where borse or chariot had 
never journeyed, or by the edge of terrific cliffs, where 
nothing that wanted wings was safe; yet in these al- 
pine solitudes he found litthe communities of contented 
Protestants, of one of which the hand of Mr. Gilly has 
drawn a clever picture.

tion Society was read. Rev. Mr. fivlmes, in moving 
its acceptance, presented the object and claims of the 
| American Education Society, and urged upon the 
Auxiliary the necessity of its being more efhcient in 
furnishing men to go in and reap the great harvest 
which is so white. ** How beau:eons are their feet,” 
&ec. was theu sung by the choir. The report of the 

sible Society was ably written, and as ably supported 
in an address by Rev. Mr. Baldwin, of New York city, 
delegate trom the American Bible Society. Mr. B. 
held up to view the wants of the Society from having 
adopted the motto “ the field is the world.” He spoke 
of the facilities for spreading the knowledge of the 
Divine will among other nations; and expressed the 
determination of the Parent Society uot to relax her ef- 
forts until the word of life shall be placed not only in 
every family, but in the hands of every individual of 
the whole human family. After singing

the report of the Foreign Missionary Auxiliary was

THE LATE DR. ADAM CLARKE. 
Since the article announcing the death of this dis- 
tinguished divine was in type, we have received the | 
London Christian Advocate for September 3, contain- 
ing a long notice of bis life. He was bora in Ireland, | 
in 1763, and at an early age became concerned for his 
salvation, under the pious example and instructions of | 
his parents, especially his mother, and the ministry of 
j one of the earliest colleagues of John Wesley. After 
| # short time spent in an apprenticeship toa linen man- 
ufacturer, he turned his attention to study, and enter- 
|ed Kingswood schvol, then recently established. The 

| following anecdote is related of him at this period. 

“It was winter, and he was seut into a room up 
}stairs to study,alone and without fire. Looking out 
jof the window of his room one day, he saw soins men 
| digging up the ground in the garden, aud being much 
janpoyed with the cold, he went to the garden to try 
| to warm himself, by breaking the clods after the men ; 
jaud whilst thus employed, found half'a guinea, took it 
to Mr. Builey,then bead master, (and afterwards Dr. | 

Bailey, of the Old Church at Manchester,) saying that 
he had found it in such a place. Juquiry was made, 
and one of the masters owned it. After some time 
he came with it to Mr. Clarke, saying that he certain- 
}ly had lost balfa guinea, and tha: that one might be 
jhis; but whether u was or net, he was determined 
not to retain it any longer: for, said he,“ I have been 
| quite miserable ever since I receiyed it.” As no one 
) would own the money, Mr. Clarke was obliged to take 
lit; and with that half guinea he bought a few coals 
}to warm bimself with, and a few books, which were 
{the foundation of bis becoming what he was as an 
oriental scholar.” 

In 1782, at the age of 19, he commenced circuit 
| preaching, and his discourses drew large audiences 
| wherever hg@ went. He continued in this service un- 
| til 1805, when he spent several years in London, aad 

received many honorary distinctions from literary so- 
cieties. There, besides preaching, he laboured in the 
|} management of several public societies and in the 





| composition of his commentary, which was probably 
; commenced as early as 1785. His health failing, he 
removed in 1515 to a country seat purchased for bis 
use by some of his liberal friends, where, besides 
writing his commentary, he employed himself in agri- 
eulture,and in philosophical science. In 1223, he rewrn- 
ed to London, but soon afier was again obliged to go 
| to the country, and resided about seventeen miles from 
{the city until his death. There he concluded his com- 
meutery in April, 1826. In the spring of 1832, Dr. 
| Clarke was instrumental in establishing scloo!s for 
poor children in the province of Ulster, in lreland, 
which in May last amounted to nine, containing 700 
pupils. He attended the conference of the Methodist 
eburch in Liverpvol in August, and was seized with 
the early symptoms of Cholera on bis return. He left 
his house, however, to preach at the town of Bays- 
water, where he arrived on Saturday evening, the

25th August, and died the nextday. is funeral took al 
place on the following Weddin siday. Dr. Clarke is sur- 
vived by his wife and six children. His library is sup- 
posed to constitute the principal portion of his wealth, 
comprising several thousand volumes it various lan- 
guages, and many valuable manuscripts. He badd 
also an interesting museum of natural and other cu 
riosities.—[S. S. Journal.

haracter on which his cortificate was received.—The 
argument in support of this position appears as conclu- 
sive as it isconcise. If the person, authorized to jadge 
ant certify of the fitwess of a minigcer or candidate to 
preach the gospel, is competent to this duty, your com- 
iniftee are unable te perceive how the inference can be 
avoided, that, with suitable means of information on 
the subject, he is also competent to determine wheth- 
er the minister or candidate has, since the date of his 
certificate, forfeited his reputation or not.
